‘Brooch and Chain Presented by Women 
Friends Whose Names Are Made 


Known Only to Her.

WASITINGTON, Feb. 25. —A 
group of women friends presented 
a diamond brooch and chain to 
Mrs. Calvin Coolidge at noon to- 
day. The presentation was a com- 
plete surprise. The card accom- 
panying the gift reads: “To Mrs. 
Calvia Coolidge, in affectionate 
appreciation of her kindness and 
graciousness while the hostess of 
the White House.’’ 

The names of the donors will 
not be made known except to the 
recipient and the Department of 
State. <A rose pink, leather cov- 
ered book accompanied the gift. In 
that book and its duplicate, which 
is filed in the secret archives of 
the Secretary of State’s office are 
the names of those who contribu- 
ted to buy the gift. In that list 
are the names of persons in Wash- 
ington, New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Los Angeles and many 
other communities in the United 
States and even in Paris. The 
number was restricted to those in- 
timate friends who are frequent 
callers at the White House. 

The brooch, about three and

one-half inches long and one and 
one-half inches wide, is made up 
of more than 200 diamonds, all 
perfectly cut. The center diamond 
weighs approximately five carats, 
while the two which balance the 
platinum design total about three 
and one-half carats. The chain, 
also of platinum, is 22 inches long, 
with more than 170 diamonds in- 
set in the bars. Both the brooch 
and the chain were enclosed in rose 
pink leather covered containers 


with Mrs. Coolidge’s initials em- 
bossed on the covers, as well as 
the date. The chain and the 


brooch may be worn separately or 
together. 

It was impossible to get a defi- 
nite valuation of the two pieces 
from either the donors or jewel- 
ers, but it has been estimated by 
some who have seen them to run 
in five figures. 

The actual presentation took 
place at the White House, with 
only a few of the donors present, 
Those other donors who were in 
Washington over the last week-end 
had an opportunity to view the 
gift at the home of one of their 
number.

Lindbergh Delayed by Wind.

An Embassy car whisked him to 
Mexico City, newspaper men fol- 
lowing. He was in the Embassy 
only a few minutes, appearing 
shortly afterward with his two 
suitcases and duffel bag to enter 
a hired automobile which had 
drawn up outside. He  parried 
questions and was driven away. It 
was only from the chauffeur the 
reporters learned his destination 
was Cuernavaca.

“Turn on those lights,” was the 
order of the intruder, who turned 
to a supposed accomplice in the 
hallway and directed him to “come 
en in, Joe.” Neither Dempsey nor 
Fitzsimmons saw the other man. 

They ‘leaped from their beds, 
Fitzsimmons running toward their 
uninvited caller and Dempsey 
toward another door in an attempt 
to head off an escape in that di- 
rection. The intruder, however, 
beat Dempsey to the staircase and 
ran down it closely followed by 
the former heavyweight champion. 
As he reached the, bottom of the 
steps, Dempsey said the man 
wheeled and fired his’ revolver, 
adding, however, his belief that 
he shot merely as a warning and 
not with any intention of hitting 
his pursuer. 

The man then ran through an 
open first floor window and a mc. 
ment later Dempsey said he and 
Fitzsimmons saw a small automo- 
bile depart from the roadway in 
front-of the house.

Dill re- 
peatedly has insisted that the pro- 
posed canal offered an excuse for 
retaining the Marines in Nicaragua. 

For Farm Relief First. 

McMaster reviewed at some 
length the promises made by both 
parties in the recent presidential 
campaign regarding farm relief. He 
insisted that these pledges should 
be met before the Government be- 
gan to think about spending a bil- 
lion to a billion and a half for a 
canal which he said would not be 
needed for many years, if at all. 

“Out of respect to campaign 
promises, every Senator in this 
chamber should vote against this 
proposal,” McMaster declared. 

Dill followed the same line of ar- 
gument. He declared that the St. 
Lawrence River project, the de- 
velopment of the Mississippi, Mis-

Prof. W. B. Pitkin Would Use 
Muscle Shoals Power to 
Dredge Mississippi. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—A plan 
whereby power from the Govern- 
ment plant at Muscle Shoals would 
be used o dredge a new chann] 
for the Mississi>pi River, makixug 
St. Louls a port for ocean-goirg 
vessels and supplying flood con- 
trol for the entire Mississippi Val- 
ley, was advanced here today ty 
Prof. Walter B. Pitkin, associate 
professor of he Columbia Univer- 
sity School of Journalism. 

The cheap electrical current and 
the super-machinery its use would 
admit of would permit completicn 
of the dual project for less than 
the $325,000,J00 Congress has ap- 
propriated for flood control alone, 
according to Prof. Pitkin. 

Prof. Pitkin’s plan is contained 
in the March number of Survey 
Graphic. He stated that he would 


on his own rceaponsibility.: He is 
American editor of the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica, author of several 
books, many short stories and 
numerous articles on philosophy, 
criminology, pathology and eco- 
nomics. 

High-powered transmission lines 
along the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers, from Cincinnati and St. 
Louis to New Orleans, would carry 
the current, under the Pitkin plan. 

Super-dredges, power drags and 
ditchers, working from _ trolleys, 
severa!] times larger than are now 
in use, would be driven by the im- 
mense store of power from the 
Government plant, 

Prof. Pitkin would not scoop out 
the present channel of the river 
but would dig a new channel 
paralle] to the present course, €X- 
cept that it would be an “air-line” 
channel, taking the shortest possi- 
ble route. Other individual chan- 
nels could be dug under the same 
appropriation, if necessary, he 
says. 

He estimates that the work 
could be completed in five years, 
making St. Louis a seaport. It 
would also take Mugcle Shoals out 


of politics forever, Prof. Pitkin 

says. 

Army Engineer Thinks Pitkin’s 
Idea “Sheer. Nonsense.” 

Army engineers here today dis- 
missed the Pitkin plan as “un- 
sound from an engineering stand- 
point.” They said many plans for 
flood control had been considered 
after the passage of the $325,000,- 
000 appropriation and that the 
most economical had been selected. 

“Apparently the writer thinks 
digging a channel and controlling 
floods is simply a matter of scoop- 
ing out a lot of dirt,” said one en- 
gineer. “Any engineer knows bet- 
ter. Experience has proved that 
floods can be controlled best by a 
system of levees and we are going 
about building them. 

“It would take more than a bDil- 
lion dollars to dig a channel for 
ocean-going vessels, regardléss of 
the source of power. There are 
many difficulties which would 
arise that only an engineer knows 
about and which the layman would 
never suspect. I think Prof. Pit- 
kin's plan is sheer nensense.”

THE BARBARIC WHIPPING POST. 

It has been 94 years since Missouri abolished the 
whipping post. It was regarded then as a cruel pun- 
ishment, brutalizing to the prisoner, the men who in- 
flicted the punishment and the spectators who 
viewed it. At the hands of many men who had been 
brutalized the punishment became a torture. 

If the reason for abolishing the whipping post then 


was strong enough in public opinion to force the re- 


peal of the law inflicting whippings, surely it must | 
be strong enough now to defeat the attempt to revive | 


it in the legislature, where a bill to this effect has 
been reported favorably by the House Committee on 
Criminal Justice. Jt is an enabling act, permitting 
counties to adopt the law by referendum, and in 
cities by ordinance. 

Judge James E. Withrow, who during his long ca- 
reer as lawyer and Judge, has been a persistent op- 
ponent of the whipping post and who reviewed the 
history of it in Missouri in today’s Post-Dispatch, 
remarked in 1897: “It is a retrograde movement. 
Missouri is too far advanced in the family of states 


to return to barbarism.” This opinion prevailed 
then, and it prevailed in 1910 when the last previous 
attempt was made to revive it as a punishment for 
certain misdemeanors and felonies. Surely this judz- 


ment against it should prevail now, in this day of 


enlightenment. 


The whipping post, under the lash of public opin- | 
ion, has been abolished as a legal punishment in all 
the states; with the exception of Maryland. Flog: 


‘cing has been abolished in the army and nary for | 


more than half a century. It has been abolished in 
the prisons, and some states forbid it in the public 
schools. It has been relegated to the barbarous relics 
of the past. 

As Judge Withrow says, this would be a backward 
movement in the forward march of Missouri in the 
ranks of leading progressive states. If the Legisla- 
ture really wants to diminish crime, it will adopt the 
proposed reforms in the criminal procedure which 
will make punishment,for crime swifter.and surer. 
Drastic and cruel punishments cefeat their own ends, 


This bill is particularly aimed at violators of the 
liquor laws, but it will be as ineffective there as in

ing in the abandoned slough of legal barbarism. We 
do not believe the people of Missouri will approve.

“Center of te Earth,” which he 
composed about 35 years ago. It 
turned out to be light, agreeable 
music, with plenty of color and well 
defined rhythms of a Spanish 
character. It was beautifully or- 
chestrated and was well played 
yesterday. The audience liked it 
immediately—so much, in fact, 
that it was repeated. 

The two other Spanish works 
were the “Reverie” and “Orgie” 
of Joaquin Turina. This composer 
confirmed the impression he made 


equally well, as the sudden _ col- 
lapse of their civilization shows.

A Wise Agreement. 


There is no question about the 
wisdom of the agreement. The first 
fundamental requisite in any busi- 
ness is harmony. Without peace- 
ful co-operation no great organi- 
zation can prosper and progress 
and the agreement, designed to ex- 
clude owners who would prostitute 
the best interests of baseball and 
the league in general for their own 
personal gain, therefore was a most 
praiseworthy one. However, the 
league could not enforce it. It 
would have been folly to take such 
an agreement to court and so we 
decided to make the best of a bad 
situation and we permitted Frazee 
to trudge along. 

Frazee had many personal trou- 
bles, but they did not interfere with 
the smooth operation of the league 
machinery until the Carl Mays case 
disturbed the tranquility of affairs 
during the season of i919. He 
needed money and was selling his 
star players right and left. 

Edward Barrow was manager of 
the Boston Red Sox and the team 
was playing in Chicago when Mays, 
taken out of a game because he 
was being hit rather hard, became 
angry and quit the club, He caught 
a train for Boston, where he told 
Burt Whitman, sports editor of the 
soston Herald, that he was through 
the Boston team and never 
would play in a Boston niform 
again.

The inference they 
tried to bring out was that I was 
violating the league constitution Ly 
owning stock in the club and 
profiting by my position as presi- 
dent to fatten my pocketbook. 

Very few charges of “syndicate” 
baseball have been made against 
the American League owners and 
officers and all were unjust, 
own instance included. I may say 
that the New York club itself has 
not been entirely free from sug- 
gestions of the sort and I can 
equally give them a clean Dill of 
health, under the American League | 
laws.

NEW AND DIFFERENT 


Family Cooks Often Get Real 
Pleasure Through Trying 
New Recipes.

This week's selection of new and 
different recipes includes several 
which are calculated to appeal to 


housekeepers who are not adverse 
to trying unusual combinations. 

For instance, here is a_ tasty 
vegetable combination of fried 
onions and apples. It is rather a 
new combination, but those who 
have tried it bear witness that it 
goes well with roast pork, roast 
duck and fowl. 

The recipe calls for four large 
white onions, four large juicy ap- 
ples, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth cup water and two table- 
spoons butter or on. 

Pare and slice onions very thin. 
Place butter or oil in frying pan 
and when hot cook onions slowly 
until soft. Add thinly sliced apples 
with salt and water and continue 
cooking gently 20 minutes, or until 
apples are soft. 

Bean Taffy. 

One-half cup beans, one-half cup 
water, one cup milk, two cups 
granulated sugar, one tablespoon 
butter. 

Bean taffy easily takes first rank 
among all taffies—vegetable or 
otherwise. The taste is good be- 
yond words, and consistency is 
pleasantly “chewy” without being 
tenacious to point of teeth-pulling. 
Lima beans are best to use as basis 
because skins can easily be re- 
moved, but ordinary dried beans 
may be substituted if care is taken. 

Cover beans with cold water, let 
them stand overnight, next morn- 
ing boil them until soft and force 
through fine sieve to remove all 
skins: Boil together the sugar, 
water, butter and one-half cup 
beans prepared as above. After 
mixture has boiled thoroughly, add 
one cup of milk. Add milk one- 
third at a time. Stir mixture and 
let it boil a few minutes after each 
addition of milk. When thermome- 
ter registers 242 degrees fahrenheit, 
pour mass on to a& oiled marble 
between oiled candy bars so that 
it will set about one-fourth inch 
thick. As with ordinary taffy, cut 
into pieces of desired size. 

Caulifiowers and Beans. 

Cut outer leaves away from caul- 
{flower and carefully remove flow- 
erets from center of head, leaving 


border. Place head - in bdiling 
water just to cover; cook gentiy 
until tender. Cook remaining 


flowerets and beans, which have 
been cut into one-inch lengths, In 
boiling water until tender, about 
20 minutes. Place head thoroughly 
drained in deep serving dish and 
fill cavity with beans and flowerets, 
seasoned with salt, pepper and but- 
ter. Garnish with parsley. 


RECIPES FOR FISH STUFFING 
AND FOR CABBAGE TARTARE 


Oftentimes Additions Tike These

Bake in 
moderately hot oven in covered 
dish. 

Boil sugar and water until it 
threads. Dot each quarter with 
one-quarter teaspoon butter and 
baste with the hot syrup at inter- 
vale of 10 minutes until finished 
baking, about 40 minutes. Remove 
cover for last 10 minutes to al- 
low browning. 


Add This French Touch. 

If you would give a real French 
touch to your tarts, make them 
small. Use fancy cocklies cutters 
or tiny muffin pans. Then fill 
them withany of the numerous 
concoctions so attractive in these 
cases. Don't forget to prick the 
surface to prevent blistering in the 
oven. 


Vegetable Shells. 

Vegetable shells make a good 
supper dish. Mash down any cold 
vegetables left over from dinner— 
the more the merrier.

Form mixture 
into balls or cakes, roll in stale 
breadcrumbs and allow them to 
stand wWtil hard.
